White is universally’ becoming, is 
procurable in every grade of material, adapts itself to 
color in dress accessories, cleans or washes well. 
These 
are its titles to favor, and they justify its selection. 


Though the average woman cannot carry it to the extreme 
affected by certain fashion leaders, she may at least make 
white the keynote of her summer wardrobe and have every­ 
thing save her emphatically dark and servicable costumes 
in white. 


It is a mistake to load the lawn morning frock with 
lace or embroidery. 
It should be made very simply, and 
with exquisite daintiness. 


Commencement gowns even those of a highly elaborate 
nature, are built upon foundations of Swisfi, as being 
more girlish than si Ik . 
For the linen frocks all of 
which are unlined, except tile very diaphanous weaves, lite 
usual white lawn underwear is advised.

Counters 
which formerly displayed nothing but the conventional 
bolts of ribbon of various hues now are reiplendent with 
nearly every variety of blossom and all raa.de from ribbon. 
They are used for the corsage, the hair both in the way of 
rosettes as wreathes, for the garniture of decole tte gowns, 
and the knotted showers as sash ends for evening gowns.
